David Lubin is a little man .with 
big ideas. When he first proposed 
the International Institute of Agri- 
culture the few that heard him laugh- 
ed at “a grand idea’ that they said 
was too grand to be practicable. But 
Lubin kept at it and persuaded ‘the 
King of Ltaly to build a million-dol- 
lar headquarters and to start the in- 
stitution. Now the crop -reports of 
the Instifute are standard the world 
over. : : 

When Lubin began to 
credits nobody listeried.

“Society is lopsided. ‘The cities are 
doing too well, the farmer not well 
enough. The government must  fi- 
nance the farmer.”’ He kept at it un- 
tila commission was appointed to go 
to Europe and study the subject.

“Although handicapped by the ab- 
sence of any considerable “extent ‘of 
good roads in the Republic of Gaute- 
mala, and in spite of the high price of 
gasoline (now 60 cents United States 
gold per gallon) the demand for and 
use of automobiles has so increased 
within recent years that there ‘are 
now approximately 150 cars in the 
Republic, of which 123 are registered 
by the municipality of Guatemala 
City,” says a consular report. 

“Of the’ cars in use in the capital 
city an unofficial estimate obtained 
through local. dealers shows that 
twenty-five’ are of German manufac- 
ture, imported before the outbreak. of 
the war.s There \are two or, three 
French cars,: the remainder / having 
been imported from the United 
States..
